Griesdoek Brewing company, East 
St. Louis, $1.50 an hour scale for 
mechanics, one week vacation with 
pay and improved shop conditions. 

American Iron and Steel Manu- 
facturing company, St. Louis, 5 to 
10 cents an hour wage increase.

A decision of the California di 
trict court of appeals which is not 
only astounding but which, if 
allowed to stand, would complete- 
ly nullify all collective bargaining 
agreements between unions and 
employers, will be passed upon by 
the state supreme court in July. 
Mainly instrumental in bringing 
about this opportunity to have the 
case reviewed by the highest court 
in the state was the California 
State Federation of Labor, whose 
attorneys filed a brief requesting 
a hearing by the supreme court, 
immediately following the appel- 
late court's decision, which had re- 
versed the findings of a lower 
court. 


| 


By giving an individual employe 
the right to modify a collective 
bargaining agreement between a 
union and an employer, and by 
upholding the vicious “kick-back,” 
the decision, if permitted to stand, 
would turn collective bargaining 
agreements into worthless scraps 
of paper and replace peaceful la- 
bor relations with industrial an- 
archy. It also follows, of course, 
that any member of an employer 
association would be within his 
rights to modify 
gaining contract between his as- 
sociation and a union. That such 
a practice would make collective 
bargaining a mockery is obvious. 


Two significant points have long 
since been firmly established: 
(1) a collective bargaining agree- 
ment exists, not for the benefit of 
the individual employe, but for 
the collective benefit of all the 
employes affected, and (2) the 
union does not enter into such a 
contract the mere agent or 
representative of the employes, 
but as a legal entity. According to

Collective Bargaining Agreements 
Would Be Nullified If Decision 
Of Appellate Court Is Allowed to Stand

this, the individual employe, 
therefore, is not in a legal posi- 
tion to change the provisions of 
the contract in any way by per- 
sonal agreement with his em- 
ployer. 

This is precisely what was done 
in the case on which the supreme 
court will rule in July. The em- 
ploye agreed to accept wages low- 
er than those set forth in the 
contract, and then connived with 
the employer to cover this up. 
Each week he received his union 
scale wages, and each week he 
secretly “kicked back” to his em- 
ployer $2.50. And all the while 
that this was going on, the union 
shop card— notice to all that the 
employer was paying union wages 
——-was prominently displayed! 

The law protecting collective 
bargaining contracts from modi- 
fication by unscrupulous employ- 
ers and subservient employes, and 
condemning the “kick-back,” is so 
clear-cut and uncompromising 
that it is nearly incredible that 
the appellate court could have 
reached such a decision. The Cali- 
fornia labor code says plainly: 

“There can be no question 
but that the ‘kick-back’ is not 
only against public policy in 
this state but is a crime pun- 
ishable as a misdemeanor.” 

This case has been followed 
closely not only by organized la- 
bor, but by many others in all 
walks of life who would be equally 
adversely affected by such a com- 
plete breakdown of existing laws 
concerning contractual relations. 
Its far-reaching importance and 
inevitable and vital effect on the 
whole field of industrial relations 
make it one of the outstanding 
cases ever to be considered by the 


California supreme court.

President Roosevelt asked con- 
gress to authorizé an additional 
$600,000,000 for emergency housing

The authorization would be added 
to Lanham act funds. Under the 
Lanham act program the Washing- 
ton area has received an additional 
allocation. Housing officials said 
they did not believe the Washing- 
ton area would share in the new 
authorization request, since con- 
gress has required special legisla- 
tion for capital needs. 

“More than ever before in our 
history,” the president told the con- 
gress in a special message, “we 
need houses to help win the war.” 

“Industry cannot effectively mo- 
bilize and plants cannot expand 
with sufficient rapidity unless there 
are enough houses to bring the 
workers to the job, keep him on the 
job and maintain his efficiency 
ind morale,” 


40 Cents Howls Minimum 
Fixed For Textile Labor 


Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins announced that effective June 
24, 1942, 40 cents an hour or $16 a 
week is the minimum wage under 
the Walsh-Healey public contracts 
act for commodities coming under 
the definition of the textile indus- 
try. This minimum takes the place 
of the 37% cents minimum estab- 
lished under the public contracts 
act in 1941, 

Under the fair labor standards 
act the minimum for the textile in- 
dustry was set at 40 cents an 
hour on April 20, 1942. The action 
of the secretary establishes 40 cents 
an hour or $16 a week as the mini- 
mum under both acts and ad 
a common definition for the tex 
industry.

Actions speak louder than words. 

The American Federation of Labor unions have said little with 
regard to President Roosevelt’s program for stabilizing the cost of 
living because there is nothing to cheer about in a plan that would un- 
questionably keep wages down, 

However, the unions of the AFL have acted. 

The leaders of nineteen building and construction trade unions 
have agreed with the government to stabilize wages of their 1,500,000 
members for the duration of the war. The pact provides for the adjust- 
ment of rank injustices and inequities but its effect will keep wage 
levels in the construction industry at their present levels until the war 
is over. 

Likewise, the metal trades department of the AFL has acted. 
Meeting in Chicago with the representatives of the shipbuilding indus- 
try and the government, the heads of this department negotiated an 
agreement stabilizing wages for 700,000 shipyard workers, most of whom 
are AFL members. Under this agreement, a substantial portion of wage 
increases due under contracts with employers was waived at President 
Roosevelt's request. 

By such outstanding actions, the AFL is demonstrating to the entire 
nation that American labor is willing to take it on the chin if necessary 
to help win the war. 

Again actions speak louder than words.

Consider the figures. When the CIO split off from the AFL and set 
up in business for itself in 1937, the membership of the federation was 
at the low level of 2,860,933. The AFI then voted additional funds for 
organizing and the drive went into action. 

Year by year the results became evident. By 1938 the membership 
had jumped up to more than 3,600,000. Next year the AFL topped the , 
four million mark. In 1940 another quarter of a million of new members 


was added. In 1941 the total had been boosted to over 4,500,000. 
And now, as of April 30, the AF'i2 membership has reached the all- 


time high mark of 5,441,592. In other words within four years by all-out 
action the AFL has doubled its membership. That is progress! And it 
should be emphasized that this is dues-paid membership. The figures do 
not include a floating membership of perhaps 500,000 which is not on a 
dues paying basis.
